Commuters between Olds and 
Didsbury soon won't have to 
cringe each time they hit a pot¬ 
hole along the bumpy stretch of 
road and their bottom of their 
vehicle scrapes the pavement. 

Fred Lee, the construction 
engineer for Alberta Transpor¬ 
tation and Utilities, reports that 
bids for the long awaited project 
closed last week. 

The contract was awarded to 
the lowest bidder, Richardson 
Brothers from Olds, and work 
could start any time. 

Lee says that pending some 
formalities, "They have indicated 
that they would like to start in 
early June." 

The Highway 2A project has 
been in the making for a couple 
of years. It was not planned in 
the provincial books until 1999, 


To the rescue

This was the second time this past week that a cement truck was involved in this type of accident around Didsbury. This accident 
occurred Monday afternoon about three kilometres west of town on Highway 582, when the driver, Kwami Dei, 25, caught the 
shoulder of the road. Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Ron Plat/, who attended the scene, said that the driver overcorrected resulting in the 
rollover. The accident was reported by a passerby. The truck was owned by Reimer Concrete of Didsbury. 

Dei escaped what could have been a tragic accident, with only a few minor injuries. 
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however due to pressure from 


the local municipalities and the 
local MLA, the project was moved 
up one year. The reason for the 
requests was so that the road 
could be smooth sailing for the 
1999 Alberta Senior's Games 
that will be jointly hosted by 
Didsbury and Olds. That road is 
expected to be the main route of 
travel for athletes and specta¬ 
tors between the two towns. 

"It was definitely considered 
as a factor (in the priority rank¬ 
ing,” says Lee. 

Highway 2A will be getting a 
face lift from the intersection 
of Highway 582 in Didsbury, to 
the intersection of Highway 27 
in Olds. 

To start the project, the 
shoulders will be widened to 
accommodate the high volume 
of traffic on the road, and to 
make it a safer route of travel 
for residents. Potholes will be 
filled, and the stretch that runs 
through the Town of Olds will be 


treated to pavement overlay. 

Also, at the Highway 27 inter¬ 
section, a set of streetlights is 
planned for installation. 

Lee says that the construc¬ 
tion may be the cause of some 
inconvenience for residents. 

"Traffic will be accommodated 
for the project, but there will be 
some minor inconveniences, the 
road could be a little rough from 
time to time.” 

He suggests that residents 
who need to make the trek be¬ 
tween the two towns should 
consider taking an alternate 
route. 

Completion of the 2A project 
is expected sometime before the 
end of the construction season, 
which Lee says is most often 
around the end of October. 

In the meantime, the depart¬ 
ment is keeping in contact with 
residents who live along 2A to 
keep them informed about what 
will be happening.

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Board nixes 
performance bond

Kids in Chinook's Edge won't 
have to pay if they wish to 
repeat a course, as decided by a 
vote of school board trustees. 

The board had asked the 
policy committee to draw up a 
draft policy that would allow 
individual schools to charge stu¬ 
dents a $100 deposit if they 
were repeating a course for the 
third time. 

Acting superintendent, Jim 
Gibbons told the board, "It was 
meant to catch students who 
maybe aren't as serious as they 
should be about their education." 

Deb Cousins, a member of 
the policy committee, brought 
back the draft policy at the last 
board meeting. A performance 
bond would have been accepted 
at the time of registration for 
any student 16 years of age or 
older who was repeating a course 
for the third time, and would be 
refunded when the course was 
completed as defined by Alberta 
Education. 

She indicated that the group 
put out a call for input to prin¬ 
cipals in the jurisdiction, and 
other stakeholders. 

"The feedback to the policy 


committee was not very strong 
either way," she reported. She 
explained that most principals 
felt that it would be used in 
such rare cases that it might 
not be worth creating a whole 
new policy. 

Gibbons, who himself is a 
former principal, told the board 
that in his time, he could only 
think of one student who so 
severely abused the system, that 
a performance bond may have 
helped the situation. 

Didsbury High School prin¬ 
cipal, Mark Leggette has previ¬ 
ously gone on record saying 
that he believed that a perform¬ 
ance bond policy would be nice 
to have on record, but he also 
believed that it would be used so 
little that he did not think it 
would be necessary for the board 
to implement a formal docu¬ 
ment. 

Feedback from the board was 
not enthusiastic, so instead of 
considering implementing the 
performance bond policy, the 
board chose to accept the draft 
document for information only. 
That way, it could be brought 
back at a later date if the 
stakeholders felt it was needed.

Lea has served two consecu¬ 
tive terms as Mayor of the town, 
however he has not yet an¬ 
nounced his intentions for the 
coming elections. 

What is for sure is that the 
current council will soon be 
losing some its members who 
have announced that they do 
not intend to run this fall. 

Gayle Veno, Vance van Dam 


and Willard Swalm will leave 
their council chairs due to other 
commitments. 

That leaves three open spots, 
and Lea says he hopes that the 
people who fill those chairs will 
keep in mind 
one thing-dedi¬ 
cation. 

"Remember 
it is a three year 
commitment 
and remember 
that you are go¬ 
ing to give up 
some of your 
private time. 

But, you also 
have to remember that it has a 
lot of satisfaction, you can re¬ 
ally see how you can make a 
difference in the community. It 
is very satisfying," says Lea. 

He estimates that the time 
commitment means about 10 
hours per week, depending on 


how many committees a person 
serves on. 

But, to serve on council a 
person has to first get elected. 
There are formalities involved 
in the process. 

First, a 
potential 
candidate 
needs to get 
a nomina¬ 
tion form 
from the 
Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Of¬ 
ficer, in 
Didsbury 
that is Evan 
Parliament. The form must then 
be filled out and be signed by 
five other Town of Didsbury 
residents who are eligible to 
vote in the election. 

The next step is to sign a 
sworn affidavit indicating that 
you are eligible for nomination,

not disqualified from office, and 
that you will accept office if 
elected. The nomination pack¬ 
age then needs to be brought 
back to the administrator be¬ 
tween 10 a.m. and noon on 
Monday, Sept. 21. 

The obvious next step is cam¬ 
paigning in some way. This 
could mean anything from go¬ 
ing door to door to garner sup¬ 
port, to participating in the 
planned forum that will be 
hosted by the Didsbury Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

Lea says he hopes to see 
many candidates put their 
names forward to serve on coun¬ 
cil because it provides the vot¬ 
ers with a wider range of choice. 

"It takes people from all walks 
of life and different personali¬ 
ties to get a different perspec¬ 
tives," he says. 

He adds that although some 
may be intimidated by the 
thought of dealing with taxpay¬ 
ers money, the most important 
part of the job lies in, "You've 
got to be able to listen to the 
public as #1." 

Another requirement of the 
job is that your family under¬ 
stand the commitment that is 
to be made. 


"Behind every good council¬ 
lor or Mayor is a good spouse or 
significant other." He also says 
that if a potential candidate 
decides to put their name in, 
they need to consult with their 
employer to gain their support, 
as the job may sometimes affect 
business hours. 

In fact, most of the council¬ 
lor that now serve are retired, 
in business for themselves or 
are able to have flexible hours. 

Probably the most important 
part of running in an election is 
have apparent viewpoints on 
issues, and wanting to do some¬ 
thing about them. 

"You have to set some goals 
and some things you'd like to 
accomplish," says Lea. 

In his personal case, he says 
that as a builder he wanted to 
see more development in 
Didsbury and figured the best 
way to accomplish that was to 
serve on the decision making 
council. 

"It is the satisfaction of mak¬ 
ing a difference and seeing things 
get done," he says. 

During the last elections there 
were about 14 candidates, and 
Lea says he hopes to see at least 
many again this time around. 


Task Force lakes step

The Didsbury and District Task Force has endorsed the applica¬ 
tion of a local man to serve on the Regional Health Authority Board.

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Negative exposure: Tax credits tor the turn Industry

If Canadians want to know 
how average taxpayers get shafted 
at the expense of well-organized 
interest groups, enter "Exhibit 
A" - the film industry's lobbying 
of the province for tax credits. 
Whenever specific groups want 
breaks - not for all taxpayers but 
themselves - they lobby politi¬ 
cians on why their cause is moth¬ 
erhood and apple pie. In this 
case, the film industry argues 
that film production in Alberta - 
which has dropped from $150 
million a year to under $50 mil¬ 
lion - will drop further if the 
province doesn’t offer tax credits 
similar to what other provinces 
provide. 

There is no disputing that tax 
credits would help boost film pro¬ 
duction in Alberta, and that the 
cost of the tax credit to Alberta's 
Treasury would be partially off¬ 
set by additional tax revenues 
from such production, but there 
are two issues at stake here. One 
is naked provincialism and the 
second is principle. 

A tax credit for the film indus¬ 
try could certainly move a film 
project from the Kootenays to 
Canmore - good for Alberta and 
tough luck for BC - but why 
should Alberta bribe specific in¬ 
dustries with tax credits when 
the overall effect upon the Cana¬ 
dian economy would be neutral? 

After all, if film companies 
want a tax break, they already 
have several other provinces to 


choose from, so we re not talking 
about chasing the film industry 
away from a low Canadian dol¬ 
lar, safe streets, beautiful scen¬ 
ery, reasonable labour and pro¬ 
duction cost into American 
states. 

Since Alberta film tax credits 
would only redistribute film jobs 
within Canada, Alberta politi¬ 
cians would only bite on this 
proposal for political reasons - 
better to have film jobs in 
Canmore as opposed to 
Cranbrook since BC residents 
don't vote in Alberta's elections. 

Provincial politicking is un¬ 
derstandable, but Treasurer 
Stockwell Day and Co. should 
instead lobby other provinces to 
stop bribing the film industry 
and lower business taxes - the 
very recommendation given to 
Mr. Day by the Alberta Tax Re¬ 
view Committee in a recent re¬ 
port. That way, Hollywood and 
Canadian companies will shoot 
films here 4oased on economic 
and picture-specific rationale - 
advantages which Alberta has 
in abundance. That would be a 
win-win for Alberta, the film in¬ 
dustry and Canadian taxpayers 
in general. 

That posture would also pre¬ 
vent the inevitable line-up of sub¬ 
sequent interest groups at the 
Treasurer's doorstep with the 
morning paper - all citing rea¬ 
sons why their industries also 
deserve tax credits. Principle isn't 
a bad pillar to stand on, espe¬ 
cially when the net effect for job 
loss in Canada would likely be 
nil. 


Some would argue it's only 
"realistic" for Alberta to bribe the 
film industry since other prov¬ 
inces cough up tax credits. Oh 
please. Politicians create reality 
because they're in charge of who 
gets taxed and how much - or 
who gets a special break com¬ 
pared to the rest of us. Alberta 
has led the rest of the country in 
getting government out of the 
"business of being in business" - 
to cop a favorite phrase of the 
premier's. Now Albertans must 
believe their politicians are pow¬ 
erless to lead by example? 

Provincial politicians should 
throw down the gauntlet and tell 
the other provinces to go right 
ahead and continue bribing this 
or that sector because when the 
next recession hits, it will be low- 
tax Alberta (hopefully even lower- 
taxed) that will weather the in¬ 
evitable storm while other prov¬ 
inces flounder. And it will be 
precisely because Alberta drove 
all taxes lower and got the funda¬ 
mentals right instead of grant¬ 
ing more industry-specific breaks 
than is already the case. 

Giving tax credits to Holly¬ 
wood industries is sexy politics 
and it's not as bad as the straight 
grants given to specific compa¬ 
nies during the Getty years. But 
a specific tax credit for any in¬ 
dustry is still a poor idea even if 
disguised under some other name. 
Governments should move in the 
direction of fewer deductions but 
lower taxes for both businesses 
and individuals. It's not up to 
politicians to pick winners and 
losers, even sector by sector. 


Youth justice strategy merely government propaganda

Anne McLellan's Youth Jus¬ 
tice Strategy, released May 12, 
is merely government propa¬ 
ganda. 

The Justice Minister has had 
almost a year to present con¬ 
crete legislation and all she has 
proposed is a glossy logo and 
mere statements of her inten¬ 
tions. Canadians will not buy 
into this propaganda for one 
single minute. 

McLellan has admitted that 
the Young Offender's Act is 
flawed, why then do Canadians 
have to continue to endure an 
inadequate and ineffective law. 
Legislation will not be intro¬ 
duced until the fall; how much 
longer will Canadians have to 
wait before government makes 
safety a priority? How many 
more Canadians have to be mur¬ 
dered or injured by young of¬ 
fenders before we get effective 
legislation? 

On April 22, 1997, the Re¬ 
form Party proposed a three 
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pronged approach to deal with 
the complexities of youth crime, 
including: 1. Early detection and 
intervention as an effective 
means of crime prevention. 2. 
Community based resolutions 
and sentences for non-violent 
offences. 3. Amending the Young 
Offenders Act including in¬ 
creased disposition, lowering the 
minimum age to 10 and the 
maximum age to 15 and pub¬ 
lishing names of all violent of¬ 
fenders. 

These proposals also included 
a distinction between non-vio¬ 
lent offenders. Whereby less se¬ 


rious offenders were diverted 
from formal court proceeding 
and incarceration, while all vio¬ 
lent offenders received custody. 

We have waited since June 
1997 when McLellan and the 
YOA was her first priority. Now 
we have to endure another four 
to five months of consultation. 
If what she presented May 12 
was her best effort, with no 
specifics, no details and no con¬ 
crete proposals for the Youth 
Justice Strategy, at the end of 
the day clearly nothing has 
changed and I wonder if it ever 
will.

Green Party wants sewage pollution case prosecuted by 
federal government 


Dear Editor, 

Joan Russow, leader of the 
Green Party of Canada, will ask 
the federal Minister of Fisheries 
and Oceans to take over the pros¬ 
ecution of an Alberta feedlot op¬ 
erator who is alleged to have 
dumped 30 million litres of sew¬ 
age into the Saskatchewan River 
Basin. 

"Alberta has been far too leni¬ 
ent on polluters," said Russow, 
Green Party leader. "This is why 
I will ask David Anderson, fed¬ 
eral fisheries minister to take 
over the prosecution." 

Examples of leniency include 
the plea bargain arrangement 
with Bovar, owners of the Swan 
Hills Waste Treatment Plant 
over illegal emissions, and the 
recent private prosecution com¬ 
menced by Martha Kostuch 
against Ri-Dale trucking in Rocky 
Mountain House for allegedly 
mining gravel directly from the 
North Saskatchewan River. 

An estimated 30 million litres 
of raw, untreated sewage from 
the Western Feedlot site near 
Mossleigh, Alberta was released 
into the West Arrowwood Creek, 


two kilometres upstream of the 
Bow River. The feedlot finishes 
approximately 200,000 cattle an¬ 
nually. This catastrophe has im¬ 
pacted the entire Saskatchewan 
River Basin which extends from 
Alberta through to Manitoba. 

"Where there is virtually no 
government monitoring or polic¬ 
ing of intensive agriculture, the 
government becomes an accom¬ 
plice in these national disasters," 
said Russow. 

A witness to the episode de¬ 
scribed the devastation from this 
agricultural release as, "a mess 
beyond belief' which killed fish, 
frogs and everything in the creek. 

While Western Feedlots has 
been changed under two sections 


and Enhancement Protection Act 
and eight charges under section 
36(3) of the federal Fisheries Act. 
Section 36(3) prohibits the de¬ 
posit of deleterious substances 
into water frequented by fish. 
The Green Party believes that 
Alberta is incapable of conduct¬ 
ing the prosecutions because of 
their "business-at-any-price" phi¬ 
losophy.

At The 
Kitchen 
Table

When the kids were small dinner out usually meant the 
drive-in in Didsbury, but since then we seem to have 
become more mobile and food outlets in the area have 
increased enormously so "dinner out" can mean any of the 
hundreds of places in Sundre, Cremona, Water Valley, 
Carstairs, Didsbury, Olds, Cochrane and occasionally 
Calgary, Crossfield and Red Deer. There are so many 
restaurants within the county that I think the Review 
should have a food and restaurant critic with a regular 
column. It couldn't be someone currently on staff because 
local establishments might recognize him or her and give 
preferential treatment. I suggest a freelance person who 
could change wigs and/or hats, wear dark glasses and is 
able to fake accents. It could be a lot of fun and if you don't 
insist on the steak and lobster, you might get paid enough 
to cover your meals. 

Until such time as the Review does have it's very own 
food critic, I would like to share some of our culinary 
experiences and make a few suggestions for improvement. 
Since I don't have total anonymity, I will not be naming 
names, but because these are local places you might 
recognize some of them. 

At a lovely restaurant in a large town we arrived on an 
evening when they seemed to be seriously understaffed. 
There were two servers on duty and the poor soul who 
handled our section was so hyper that one wondered if she 
was 'on' something. She leapt tall tables in a single bound, 
babbled the specials so quickly that no one understood 
her, and snapped off our orders, 
"frnchfrysmashbakdrstuffed" so that everyone's answer 
was "huh?" As each course arrived, it was slapped down as 
she ran by. Soup and coffee slopped and napkins fluttered 
in her wake. The food was okay, but the evening was 
spoiled. The staff at an eating place is almost as important 
as the food. There is an art to serving the public and if it 
is not done right, people will smile sweetly as they leave 
and they won't come back. The next time we went there 
the service was improved, but I sat under an air condition¬ 
ing vent and nearly froze. We didn't go back to this 
restaurant for a long, long time, but a few weeks ago a 
friend gave us one of their gift certificates so the two of us 
used it to celebrate our anniversary. They are doing some 
remodelling right now but despite that we had a really 
nice evening, the food was excellent and the young man 
who looked after us was charming. 

Same town, different eatery, Ralph and I ordered Swiss 
Steak. It was indeed Swiss Steak, two or three morsels in 
a lot of bland tomato sauce and it was hot, which is a 
bonus. It was the rest of the stuff on the plate that made 
the meal memorable, mashed potatoes, corn, macaroni 
and rice. Enough carbohydrates to last a week. Was this 
clean out the fridge day? Did they plan the menu by 
throwing darts at a board? They couldn't defrost a cup of 
peas in the microwave? Are we likely to go back there 
anytime soon? 

I can forgive a lot if the coffee is good and the food is 
hot. I hate cold weak coffee and there is a lot of that going 
around. I also dislike those enormous muffins that look 
like a small layer cake. Why is it that when the server 
hovers over you and says, "is everything okay?" we always 
say "just fine thanks." Does anyone ever say, "this coffee 
is slop and the soup was probably good when it was 
warm." We Canadians hate confrontations so we just 
smile and never go back. Speaking of soup, there is a little 
restaurant in a south county town that serves the best 
won ton soup. It is hot and clear with crisp vegetables and 
lovely flavour. 

In the west country we have a restaurant with a lot of 
local colour, sometimes even a horse tied to the hitching 
rail. We often take guests there just because it's different 
and fun. The food is good and very reasonable but not 
always hot and the service is adequate and civil, but not 
charming. Maybe their casual approach to service is part 
of their ambiance. 

I really do think we need a local restaurant critic and 
if one of these days a lady with a big hat, dark glasses and 
a fake Russian accent comes into your restaurant and 
orders today's special, I suggest you treat her kindly.

One of the most 
popular places in 
any small town is 
the Post Office, 
and Didsbury is 
no exception. 

The Post Office 
is where the news 
of the day is 
passed around. 

We catch up on 
our neighbour's 
joys and sorrows, find out who's getting married, who's 
been ill, who had a good crop, and all the little gems of 
information that make a small town tick. Everyone 
congregates at the Post Office. 

The railroads were the first bearers of the mail in the 
early days when this land of ours was in it's infancy, but 
as the settlers came it became obvious that the train 
engineers would not have time to distribute the mail, so 
the local Post Office was born. Not the huge buildings you 
find in the major cities, but the small friendly gathering 
places, where the Post Master was not only the source of 
good news, but a friend in need in this lonely prairie. He 
was a wealth of information. He not only looked after the 
mail, but also received the freight. 

Every morning he would trudge over the train, pick up 
the mail, send out the last days letters and packages and 
come back, put the coffee on and wait for his first 
customers. 

We all know the old saying, "Come rain or shine, the 
mail must go through," and it did - sometimes under 
terrible conditions, but this institution was one of the 
backbones of our country. An institution that was always 
dependable. The mail was not always on time, but deliv¬ 
ered nevertheless, by the staunch pioneer "the Post Mas¬ 
ter or Mistress." 

We often take the Post Office for granted, or give it a 
bad rap, but what would we do without it. 

The first Post Office in Didsbury opened in 1895 and 
was situated in the immigration shed and JB Deitwiler 
was the first Post Master. 

We have a lot of wonderful mementos of the Post Office 
at the Museum in the Didsbury Room.

Applications for Canadian 
Western Agribition scholar¬ 
ships are now being accepted 
until July 1, 1998. 

Scholarships of $1,000 are 
awarded annually to assist in 
covering the costs of the sec¬ 
ond or subsequent year(s) of 
post-secondary or graduate 
studies at a recognized insti¬ 
tution. Eligibility was ex¬ 
panded in 1997 to include in¬ 
stitutions outside of Canada. 

To qualify, entrants must 
have participated in Canadian 
Western Agribition as an ex¬ 
hibitor including all livestock 
classes, 4-H classes, grain and 
forage classes, or active trade 
show exhibit participation. 

The scholarship fund re¬ 
ceives contributions annually 
from private contributions as 
well as from the sale of car¬ 
casses, junior market steer 
champions, junior carcass hog 
champions, and the sale of 
grain and forage show cham¬ 
pions.

Well, if you listen hard 
enough you might hear Warren Steckly and his Dickie Dee 
bike going past your house. 

It's been a while since Didsbury has seen a Dickie Dee ice 
cream bike in town, but this summer it will be an everyday 
occurence. 

Steckly decided to take on the business of ice cream 
because "it sounded like a good way to make some money.” 

And money he is making. Steckly says that his best day 
of business was at the Show and Shine, where he sold 108 
ice cream bars in just four hours. 

He had to take a loan out at the bank to pay his fee for 
the cart for the summer. Now, he's busy everday after 
school and on the weekends making money to pay the loan 
back. 

He's so busy that he needs help from his brother Mat¬ 
thew, who counts the bars before and after Steckly takes the 
cart out. He was quick to assure me that they aren’t 
partners, but that Matthew is his employee. 

Steckly doesn't have to worry about any competition in 
the mobile ice cream business, because Dickie Dee guaran¬ 
tees that there will be only one bike in Didsbury. 

He says that he makes most of his sales to "adults with 
kids at home." 

Both Steckly and Matthew are saving their money to buy 
freestyle bikes. Hopefully, by pedalling slowly and ringing 
the bell on his bike, he will save up enough to buy the bike, 
which probably would be a little easier to handle than the 
Dickie Dee bike. 

Steckly says the reason he likes his job is "to meet people 
and for the money."

Do you have any plans for the wee morning hours 
of June 18? If not, you should plan to attend the 
Mayor’s Prayer Breakfast at the Elks Hall from 7:30- 
9:30 a.m. 

This is the first year that the breakfast has been 
held here in Didsbury. The idea all began when Roy 
Brassard, one of the event organizers, was approached 
by a group of locals to begin such a breakfast. 

Brassard, a former MLA for the Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills constituency, has had experience with a 
Premier's Prayer Breakfast during his term. He also 
attended a President's Prayer Breakfast in Washing¬ 
ton where 3,700 people sat and listened to leaders of 
the nation speak of religion, which is where this idea 
stemmed from. 

"It was reassuring to me to know that so many 
people in so many high places have a dependency on something greater than themselves," Brassard 
said of the President's Prayer Breakfast. 

A number of churches will be represented at this interdenominational breakfast. Janette Oke 
is slated to be a guest speaker at the event. She has written over 50 books and has almost 17 million 
in print. There will also be musical entertainment at the breakfast. 

"I think it will be a great event. It will be an hour and a half of good entertainment and Christian 
fellowship. It's an opportunity to come together and spend a little time in Christian fellowship and 
come together and acknowledge the leaders of our country," he said.

Over 19,000 homes Clear the Air 


A provincial campaign aimed 
at encouraging Albertans to 
take their butts outside has re¬ 
cruited 19,122 residents to de¬ 
clare their homes smoke-free. 
The 1998 Clear the Air Cam¬ 
paign has become the largest 
project of its kind in Canada by 
surpassing last year's effort by 
over 10,000 homes. The total 
number of participants fell just 
shy of this year's provincial goal 
of 20,000 households. 

Health Authority Five, which 
includes Didsbury in its bounda¬ 
ries, participated in the cam¬ 
paign which is being deemed 
successful. 

"As far as we're concerned, 
our goal has been reached," said 
Les Hagen, executive director. 
"This year's campaign has been 
a tremendous success that has 


touched every corner of the 
province. We are confident that 
the trend toward smoke-free 
homes has been accelerated by 
the 1998 Clear the Air Cam¬ 
paign." 

All 17 Regional Health Au¬ 
thorities took part in the 
project, with the Capital Health 
Region, Lakeland Health Re¬ 
gion, and the East Central 
Health Region placing first, 
second and third respectively. 
The campaign organizers were 
particularly pleased with the 
response from rural Alberta. 
Regional promotions varied 
considerably as RHAs were free 
to decide how to coordinate the 
project in their health region. 

"The Clear the Air Cam¬ 
paign has demonstrated that 
there is strong support for 


smoke-free home environ¬ 
ments throughout the prov¬ 
ince," said Dr. Roger 
Hodkinson, ASH honorary 
chairman. 

"Thanks to this innovative 
campaign, we have amassed a 
huge provincial network of 
support for tobacco reduction 
initiatives. We are planning to 
keep campaign participants ap¬ 
prised of future opportunities 
for involvement," he said. 

Clear the Air participants 
are eligible to win a Carribean 
cruise aboard the world’s first 
smoke-free cruise ship, week¬ 
end getaways to the Rockies, 
and a host of local prizes. 
Prizes will be awarded after 
the final draw which is sched¬ 
uled to take place on May 31, 
World Non-Tobacco Day 1998.

ter, Polish canola uses the least. 
A seeding date experiment was 
conducted which included Ar¬ 
gentine canola, Polish canola, 
Oriental mustard, yellow mus¬ 
tard and spring wheat grown on 
fallow and stubble sites for two 
years. In 5 of 12 possible com¬ 
parisons, Polish canola used sig¬ 
nificantly less water than wheat 
while no consistent differences 
were observed for other canola 
and mustard crops. In another 
experiment, Argentine canola, 
Polish canola, Oriental mustard 
and canola-quality mustard were 
grown with three nitrogen (N) 
fertility levels at multiple sites 
in the Brown soil zone. At all 
three N fertility levels, an ex¬ 
perimental line of canola-qual¬ 
ity mustard (J90-4316) extracted 
the most soil water (avg.-5.8 
inches) while Polish canola 
(Maverick) extracted the least 
(avg.-5.0 inches). The difference 
in water use is related to crop 
maturity and was due to extrac¬ 
tion differences in the 90-120 
cm soil layer. Since WUE values 
were similar among canola and 
mustard, canola-quality mustard 
out-yielded canola in this experi¬ 
ment. 

Do canola and mustard use 
more water if seeded early? No. 
Later seeding pushes the flow¬ 
ering and seed fill period into 
typically hotter, drier conditions. 
As one would expect, a late- 


seeded crop uses more water so 
that the total water use is the 
same as an early-seeded canola 
and mustard typically yielded 
more due to improve WUE. 

Does good N supply improve 
ability to extract soil water? Yes. 
In the study noted above, both 
total water use and the rate of 
water use increased as N fertil¬ 
ity increased. This was appar¬ 
ently due to developmental of 
denser rooting systems at 
higher N fertility levels since 
water extraction tended to be 
higher in all soil layers. Pre¬ 
liminary results from four site- 
years show an average increase 
of 0.6 inches in total water use 
between low and high N fertil¬ 
ity levels. Canola and mustard 
require good nutrient supply 
during the early vegetative 
growth stage to ensure proper 
root development to enable full 
exploration of the soil profile. 
More importantly, WUE values 
were higher at higher N fertility 
levels. This indicates that inad¬ 
equate N fertilization reduces 
the drought tolerance of canola 
or mustard by both reducing the 
amount of soil water extracted 
and the WUE. 

Differences in water use pat¬ 
terns among canola and mustard 
species need to be better under¬ 
stood to develop the best man¬ 
agement strategies in the 
semiarid prairie.

Accidents caused by contact 
with electrical facilities are pre¬ 
ventable. A key factor in pre¬ 
venting accidents is taking the 
time to plan your work in order 
to manage the risks. Look 
around the worksite and note 
the location of power lines and 
cables and decide how you will 
avoid them. When in doubt call 
TransAlta toll free at 1-800- 
677-2345. 

Beware, electricity can kill: 
Electricity has a unique char¬ 
acteristic. If interrupted, it 
seeks any route to the ground. 
If you are the object that inter¬ 
rupts the flow, the electricity 
will go through your body to 
the ground, causing injury or 
death. 

Look up and live: Most elec¬ 
trical accidents on job sites are 
caused by people making con¬ 
tact with overhead wires which 
are not insulated, they are bare. 
If you touch wires with any ob¬ 
ject like a ladder, crane truck, 
tractor or pipe, the current will 
be directed to the ground 
through your body and you, 
causing injury or death. 
Whether you're operating farm 
equipment, installing an an¬ 
tenna, using an aluminium lad¬ 
der, or using a dump truck, be 
aware of not only where you 
are, but where the equipment 
will move while you use it. 

Keep a "safety space" be¬ 
tween yourself and the electri¬ 
cal current: The current will 
flow along wires without caus¬ 
ing any harm unless it is some¬ 
how interrupted, so keep a safe 
distance, a "safety space" be¬ 
tween yourself, or any object 
and the power line at all times. 

Remember, electricity can 
arc or "jump": Objects may not 
need to come in contact with 
overhead lines to attract elec¬ 
tricity. Electrical energy can 
"arc" or jump a space between a 
wire and a conducting object. 
The higher the voltage, the 
more likely an arc can occur. 
The safety space for working 
with overhead lines ranges from 
three metres for up to 40 kV 
(kilovolt) lines to seven metres 
for 500 kV lines. Keep your dis¬ 
tance. 

Dial before you dig: Under¬ 
ground power lines are insu¬ 
lated and protected, but if dam¬ 
aged, they are as dangerous as 
overhead wires. If you plan to 
dig to a depth of 45 centimetres 
(18 inches) or more, check with 
your gas, telephone and elec¬ 
tric utility to find out the exact 
location of buried wires. Or call 
Alberta One Call at 1-800-242- 
3447. 

Avoid exposed wires: Wires 
and extension cords used in con¬ 
struction sites have a protec¬ 
tive outer covering, so we can 
touch them and not come in 
contact with the live wires. 
However, if a cord is frayed or 
cut, an electric shock can occur. 
All electrical equipment and 
power tool cords should be 
grounded. 

Work with these construc¬ 
tion tips: When moving large 
machinery, post a guard to en¬ 
sure you aren't too close to over¬ 
head wires. If there isn't enough 
clearance, take another route 
or call TransAlta to raise the 


wires. We have the specialized 
equipment to do the job. Never 
attempt to raise wires yourself. 

After the job is finished, great 
care should be taken in disman¬ 
tling scaffolds and lowering 
cranes. Often this is the most 
dangerous part of the job since 
workers on the site have be¬ 
come oblivious to the surround¬ 
ing wires. 

Moving loads higher than 
4.15 metres (13 ft 6 in.) re¬ 
quires a government permit and 
perhaps a TransAlta escort to 
assist in the move. Always call 
TransAlta before moving any 
oversized piece of equipment. 

It is imperative that workers 
are aware of overhead and un¬ 
derground powerlines, where 
they are located on a construc¬ 
tion site and how work should 
be directed around them. Call 
TransAlta for advice on how to 
work safely around powerlines. 

Stay healthy while hoisting: 
Transportation drivers must 
remember to watch out for over¬ 
head lines when operating 
hoisting equipment. Think 
ahead about the height and 
reach of the equipment, where 
it is placed relevant to the over¬ 
head line, are you loading or 
unloading equipment, are lad¬ 
ders, pipes or other conducting 
materials being used. 

Farm Safely: Clearing go¬ 
pher from pipes - The safe way 
to get gophers out of irrigation 
pipes is to throw a small rock 
down the pipe. Then remove 
the rock by raising and shaking 
the pipe. Avoid lifting pipes 
overhead, especially near power 
lines. 

Moving grain augers: Grain 
augers should be lower before 
moving so they don't come in 


contact with overhead wires. In 
irrigated areas of Alberta, care 
should be taken when moving 
irrigation pipes since they can 
easily touch overhead wires. 

Irrigated crops: If you irri¬ 
gate your crops, never combine 
electricity and water. Be sure 
water is not directed at over¬ 
head wires as electricity could 
be conducted through the wa¬ 
ter and irrigation pipes to you. 

Harvesting hay: When your 
hay crop is harvested, place it 
away from overhead wires. Hay, 
when stacked, could provide a 
place for people to reach the 
level of the wires. Remember 
your safety space. 

Pruning trees: Great care 
should be taken when pruning 
trees or removing dead trees to 
be sure branches don't touch 
an overhead wire and ulti¬ 
mately conduct electricity 
through you. 

General facts: In Alberta in 
1997, there were more than 900 
incidents involving members of 
the public contacting lines in 
TransAlta’s service area. Five 
people died as a result of these 
contacts. 

The agricultural, construc¬ 
tion and transportation indus¬ 
tries are most at risk. 

Public incidents frequently 
involve trees falling onto power 
lines, underground lines being 
contacted or getting too close to 
high voltage lines or equip¬ 
ment. 

The months of April and May, 
when planting begins and the 
construction industry gears up 
for the summer season, are the 
worst months of the year for 
electrocutions. 

Remember: Stay away. Stay 
alive.

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Beef processing 
reaches new high 


Canadian and Alberta Beef 
processing numbers are climb¬ 
ing. Alberta packing plants 
struck a new all-time high for the 
week ending May 2. Just over 
45,000 head were handled. 

"This comes at the same time 
as one of the biggest number of 
cattle processed in Canada in a 
long time," said Anne Dunford, 
senior market analyst at Canfax. 
The Canadian total for the same 
week was over 66,000 head. 

"You'd have to be back to 1986 
to find a week like that." 

She attributes the increasing 
Canadian activity to the usual 
spring demand, large supplies 
and the continued trend of pack¬ 


ing plant expansion. She points 
out there is still one of the large 
plants in Alberta that hasn't 
moved to a double shift. It's felt 
this might happen later this year, 
or 1999. 

More packing plant activity 
will ultimately lead to fewer cat¬ 
tle moving south (US), stresses 
Dunford. To date, overall exports 
of fed cattle are down 22%. West¬ 
ern Canadian exports continue 
to be the same. 

Dunford suggests Alberta 
could experience record process¬ 
ing numbers each year, for the 
next few years, because of the 
increased capacity in the prov¬ 
ince's packing plant.

Crop report for May 20 

Much needed rain fell in many areas of the province over this past weekend. Despite the rainfall, good 
seeding progress was made. Farmers in many areas have already finished seeding. 

The recent rainfall improved soil moisture conditions in the province. Last week's moisture condi¬ 
tions are in brackets. Soil moisture is rated as very good by 14% (3), good by 30% (17), fair by 29% (40), 
poor by 23% (32) and very poor by 4% (8). 

With 92% of the crop in the ground province wide, seeding is well ahead of the 5 and 10 year averages, 
56 and 42, respectively. Every crop district in the province has seeded over 80% of the crop except crop 
district 4 (Hanna-Empress). Dry conditions are persisting in crop district 4 and many farmers are waiting 
for rainfall before seeding the remainder of their crops.

Alberta Pool staff continue to estimate good survival rates for fall crops at 1% for winter wheat and 90% 
for fall rye. The condition of the winter wheat is described as very good or good by 67% and fair or poor 
by 33% by facility staff. The condition of the fall rye is described as good or very good by 67% and fair or 
poor by 33% by facility staff. 

Dryness continues to be a concern in many areas particularly east central and northeastern Alberta.

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Stewardship awards A good year for insects 


The Alberta Cattle Commission (ACC) is seeking nominations for 
the seventh Environmental Stewardship Awards (ESA). The award 
recognizes cattle producers whose natural resource stewardship prac¬ 
tices contribute to the environment and enhance productivity and 
profitability. 

Nomination forms are available from the ACC office or from zone 
directors. Charles Westra chairman of the ACC public affairs commit¬ 
tee, encourages producers, or anyone who knows or a producer, to 
submit nominations. 

"It's a really good program,” said Westra. "It recognizes producers' 
work with land management, water quality, how they handle wildlife 
on their property, looks at how well they treat their animals and how 
they are involved in community environmental work." 

Nominations close July 1. The winner will be announced during 
the 1998 Annual General Meeting December 7-9 in Calgary. 

When nominating an Alberta cattle producer, it's suggested color 
photographs be included. Two independent letters of recommendation 
are required with one coming from an agricultural professional. 

Judging teams will tour each operation by the middle of August. 


It looks like it could be a good 
year for insects. Our mild open 
winter, followed by a hot dry 
spring has increased some of the 
insect population. 

Grasshoppers, in particular, 
are expected to be on the in¬ 
crease this year. Watch for dam¬ 
age in fields along side of head 
lands, fence lines, road allow¬ 
ances, ditches, pastures and fields 
that were not tilled last fall or 
this spring. That likely doesn't 
leave too many fields that 
shouldn't be watched. When 
numbers exceed 10 per square 
metre, control should be consid¬ 
ered. 

Flea Beetles can do signifi¬ 


cant damage to an emerging canola 
crop, particularly on a hot dry spring 
like this. Fields should be checked 
during the warmest time of the day 
at least three times per week dur¬ 
ing the cotyledon stage, (develop¬ 
ment of the first pair of leaves from 
seed). When 25% of the cotyledon 
area has been damaged control 
should be considered. 

Bertha armyworms are not ex¬ 
pected to be a problem in this area 
this year, but we will be monitoring 
fields locally to more accurately fore¬ 
cast this year's potential for an out 
break. 

Lygus bugs in canola are new to 
the area. Economic losses are not 
usually seen until late flowering 


when the first (upper) pods are 
being formed. At that stage of 
growth the economic threshold 
for the lygus bug is 15 per ten 
180 degree sweeps of a stand¬ 
ard 37 cm (15 inches) diameter 
insect net, or 1.5 lygus bugs per 
180 degree sweep, (a minimum 
of 10 sweeps need to be taken). 
It is not too early to start watch¬ 
ing the development and move¬ 
ment of this bug. At this t' ne of 
year they can easily be confused 
with aphids, except that they 
move much more quickly. They 
can be found anywhere that 
there is green growth; head¬ 
lands, ditches, hay fields, yards, 
etc.

If the decision was in your hands, 
could you live with 400 prevent¬ 
able deaths? Could you accept 
20,000 avoidable injuries? Could 
you justify spending $10 million a 
day on needless human tragedy? 
Last year in Alberta, you did. In a 
typical year, these are the statis¬ 
tics resulting from 85,000 vehicle 
crashes. Will you be counted 
among the numbers this year, or 
next? Circle all those statements 
below that describe what you do 
and what you think: 

1. I sometimes make short trips 
without buckling my seat belt. 

2. Speeding increases the chance 
of having a collision.
